Case Is Unprecedented in the History 
of 
English 
Jurisprudence — Dead 
Man Believed to Have Been German 
Spy— Officer Is Free in Less Than 
Month.

A remarkable ease is that of Lieut. 
Douglas Malcolm, Royal artillery, a t­ 
tached to the headquarters staff of tho 
British army in France, who, at Old 
Bailey, London, after a trial of a few 
hours* was acquitted of the murder of 
Anton 
Bu u mberg, 
alias 
“Count 
do 
Borel),” believed to be a German agent, 
but mentioned In the Loudon press 
merely as a “slacker.” 
Before the coroner's jury which gave 
the verdict of “justifiable homicide,” 
the police court justice who held him 
for trial, aud the jury at Old Bailey 
which set him free, Malcolm repeated­ 
ly declared that he had killed tho 
count to save his honor. 
The London press emphasizes the 
fact that the cuse Is the first in the 
history of English jurisprudence where 
the “unwritten law" has prevailed as 
a defense at a m urder trial. 
Yet, the defense made no attem pt to 
Introduce that plea and the prosecu­ 
tion repeatedly declared that It could 
not be admitted. 
T he prosecution, 
however, did a remarkable thing. 
Its 
attorney at the examination said: 
“All homicide is prima facie m ur­ 
der. This case contains every element 
of willful murder. . . . But in this 
case It will be admitted by the prosecu­ 
tion, and contended by the defense, 
th a t lf ever there did exist, or could 
exist, a motive which would lie ade­ 
quate for murder, that motive existed 
with the prisoner In this case.” 
Decided in Record Time. 
There were other curious phases: 
T he whole procedure occupied less 
tim e than was ever known before in t 
a British m urder case— In less than a 
m onth from the day Baumberg was 
shot—the perpetrator was a free man 
T here were stories of challenges to 
duels sent and Ignored and revelations 
secretly made by .Scotland Yard to the 
defendant lu regard to tile mysteri­ 
ous “count” which did not figure as 
evidence at either examination or trial 
At the inquest held Gy Mr. Byrne, J 
deputy coroner for Paddington, it was 
shown that “Count de Borel),” age thir­ 
ty-two. vrus found in his bed. in u 
boarding house at 3 Port chester place, 
H yde Park, with fatal shot wound* 
in his hi nd and chest and that Lieu- 
ten:! ut Malcolm was present. 
Detective Sergt. Alfred Davie* stat­ 
ed 
that 
Lieutenant Malcolm, while 
waiting to go before the magistrate, I 
said : 
“It is all o. r r v. 
I went to 
give him u good thrashing with tin* 
whip. 
I gave him one before; he is 
such a coward. 
I have done all I can 
to get him away from my wife, and her 
from him. He is a white slave traffick* ‘ 
er, and a spy. 
Scotland Yard kuow» 
all about him.

You can Imagine how I felt when I 
saw the coward who bas been trying ti* 
get my wife to go away with him. and 
me out In France helpless to defend 
her honor.

The witness, continuing, said that 
Baumberg was u powerfully built man 
of ,r> feet 11% inches, but was not in 
goo t condition, being "Hubby” in up- , 
fica ru nee. 
“ I Have Shot a Man.” 
Pollee Constable Stephens of Scot­ 
land Yard slated that Lieutenant Mal­ 
colm said to him : 
“I want you to 
come to 3 Portchester place. 
I have 
shot a man.” 
T he witness accompa­ 
nied tin* lieutenant to that address, 
r.nd there saw the body of a man lying 
on the bcd bleeding from the beati and 
chest, with the mouth wide open. The 
bedclothes were all disarranged. Lieu­ 
tenant .Malcolm said to him :

Detective Sergeant M eltable, who 
made a search of Baumberg’* room, 
stated that lie found a loaded pistol in 
one of the drawers, correspondence, 
mostly from women, and three letters 
addressed to Baumberg from Lieuten­ 
ant Malcolm. 
Ile also found several 
letters from Mrs. Malcolm to Bania- 
berg.
